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As the decade of the 1980’s came to 
a close, Troy State University at 
Dothan president, Dr. Thomas 
Harrison, reviewed the 
accomplishments for 1989 of 
TSUD, the Wiregrass’ only com- 
prehensive university. The begin- 
ning of the new decade marks the 
beginning of Dr. Harrison’s fifth 
year as president of TSUD. 
Throughout the past 12 months, 
TSUD repeatedly reaffirmed its 
commitment to serve the Wiregrass 
community through expansion of 
its programs, services, and 
facilities. The Wiregrass citizens 
responded to the University’s of- 
ferings by continuing to enroll in 
record numbers. 


New _Campus--Probably the most 
anticipated event in TSUD history 
is the move from the University’s 
current location in downtown 
Dothan to its new facilities located 
on 275 acres of land within the 
Dothan city limits on U.S. Highway 
231 North. The new campus cur- 
rently consists of two buildings: 
Adams Hall, which will house 
classrooms, the library, and the stu- 
dent center; Malone Hall, the new 
administration and classroom 
building. November/December 
1989Ground was broken for the 
new campus in October 1988, and 


quarter. 


Center for Applied Research--In 
January of 1989, the University 
made good on its promise to put the 
experience and knowledge of its 
personnel to work on behalf of 
business productivity and com- 
munity growth with the opening of 
the TSUD Center for Applied Re- 
search. Headed by Dr. John 
Hayman, the Center offers assis- 
tance with information and 
knowledge transfer, survey re- 
search, technical assistance, and 
microcomputer applications. This 
service is available to businesses, 
educational and other nonprofit 
organizations, state and local 
governments, and students. 
During 1989, the Center’s ac- 
complishments include four 
funded survey research projects, 
preparation and assistance with 
numerous grant proposals, es- 
tablishment of an information cen- 
ter, and completion of nearly 200 
computer information searches. 


Accreditation--As with all institu- 
tions of higher education, TSUD 
has certain standards and regula- 
tions it must meet in order to retain 
its status as an accredited univer- 
sity. In September, TSUD’s 
Teacher Education programs were 
approved by the Alabama State 
Board of Education as the final act 


of a year-long renewal process. 
The University also completed a 
comprehensive self-study and un- 
derwent an on-campus visit from 
the Southern Association of Col- 
leges and Schools as a part of the 
process to reaffirm it accreditation. 


Planning Document Award--The 
University received an unexpected 
honor this past fall when the 
Southern Association for Institu- 
tional Research and the Society for 
College and University 


Planning recognized TSUD as 
having the Best Planning Docu- 
ment at the organization’s annual 
conference. TSUD competed for 
this award with other institutions of 
higher education in the southeast, 
south central, and southwest 
regions of the nation. 


Enrollment--Throughout 1989, 
TSUD’s enrollment continued to 
climb. As of the 1990 winter 
quarter, the University has ex- 
perienced ten consecutive quarters 
of increased enrollment recording 
growth of between 1% and 11% 
each quarter. 


Special Programs--Increased en- 
rollment in 1989 was not limited to 


the University’s academic 
programs. The University’s Office 
of Special Programs completed its 
first year of operation. Under the 
auspices of Special Programs, 
TSUD’s Continuing Education 
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Program enrolled over 2,000 stu- 
dents in more than 100 courses 
during the past year. Besides 
providing both credit and non- 
credit courses for individuals, the 
Office of Special Programs 
responded to numerous requests 
from area businesses and industries 
for employee training. 


New Chancellor--On September 1, 
1989, Dr. Jack Hawkins, Jr., became 
the second chancellor of the Troy 
State University System with the 
retirement of Dr. Ralph W. Adams. 
TSUD is a separately-accredited 
university within the TSU System. 


According to President Harrison, 
"Each year brings significant ac- 
complishments and exciting new 
challenges for TSUD. As TSUD 
grows and develops, its basic mis- 
sion remains the same--to provide 
quality university programs, ser- 
vices, and facilities for the citizens 
of the Wiregrass region." 
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Enrollment Continues to 
Climb 


Winter Quarter 1990 marked the 
tenth consecutive quarter of in- 
creased enrollment for TSUD. The 
1,845 students who registered for 
classes represented an 11% in- 
crease over enrollment for the 1989 
winter quarter and a .71% increase 
over the previous fall quarter. Not 
only is enrollment growing, but 
TSUD students are taking more 
classes. Quarter hour production 
was up 10.7% over last winter. 


Career Day Attracts Busi- 
nesses and Students 


Approximately 300 TSUD students 
took advantage of a unique chance 
to learn about area employment op- 
portunities during the University’s 
Career Day 90. Career Day is held 
annually and is sponsored by the 
Office of Counseling Services. 





"We feel Career Day is beneficial to 
both the students and the busi- 
nesses. They have a chance to share 
knowledge and learn what the other 
has to offer," says Counseling 
Director Mrs. Pamela Williamson. 


Thirty-two local businesses and 
school systems set up booths in the 
ballroom and student center for the 
three-hour browse session.Those 
participating in the event were:

Included in the group are two den- 
tists, a number of area band direc- 
tors, an aerobics instructor, high 
school students, a nurse, and 
TSUD staff members. "These 
people are all brought together by 
the common dominator of music," 
said Mr. Whetstone.
